ALOOFNESS DOESN’T PAY 

Despatches from Ottawa say the present 
Government does not hold itself responsible 
for the kind of Government they have in Russia, 
and will cancel the ban of political disapproval 
which the late Ministry pronounced upon trade 
with that country. 

The practical results will not be great. Our 
trade with Russia is not large, and is not likely 
to be, since Russia exports mainly produets 
such as Canada also exports. What trade there 
is at present, is strongly in Russia's favor. We 
only sold $39 worth of goods to that country 
last year, and bought sixty-eight hundred times 
as much there.

The satisfaction isn't worth 
the price. Since we are buying from Russia we 
may as well abandon the sentimental aloofness 
and see if the Russians will not buy something 
in return.

Every great movement calls for a man of 
unusual quality to act as spokesman and prop- 
agandist—usually men of great physical as well 
as mental vigor, men of intense conviction who 
wed their causes and are ready to live or die 
for them. Often they are men of great ego, 
touched with the genius of showmanship. I 
suspect that Scott has all the ingredients in 
his make-up. 

During the two evenings and a day he was 
with us, I saw a good deal of him, both on 
parade and off.

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Reducing Weight 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The object of reducing will interest many 
who are conscious of carrying around too much 
weight—who feel stuffy, short of breath, and 
uncomfortable, and who find it hard to find 
clothes which fit readily. 

The one who is overweight is not only han- 
dicapped by the extra pound- 
age, but is also handicapped 
in that obesity predisposes 
to many disorders such as 
diabetes, high blood pressure, 
etc. It is a most significant 
fact that fat does not mean 
health and those who are 
overweight will have better 
chance of living longer if they 
undertake a reducing regi- 
men which will take off the 
excess pounds, 

It appears that there are two general types 
of obese patients, First, those who come from 
families whose members aré all overweight and 
who seem to gain weight from almost every 
food that they eat. In such patients the diges- 
tive and assimilative powers are excellent and 
they get all of the good from every ounce of 
food eaten. The weight may be reduced in 
these cases when the patient develops the men- 
tal ideal of a symmetrical body and does every- 
thing possible to reach that ideal. The patient 
must be impressed with the fact that the proper 
kind and amount of food must be eaten, and 
that sufficient exercise must be taken. Often 
the patient will enjoy perfect health and normal 
weight on a very small daily portion of the 
tissue-building foods. Certainly, this type of 
patient will get along very well on a much 
sraaller amount of food than is ordinarily 
necessarily, simply because the metabolism is 
80 perfect. 

The second type of over-weight patient does 
not have a natural tendency to obesity, but 
gains weight through over-eating on starches, 
fats, and sugars. In this case, the excessive 
weight is due to indiscretions in diet and to 
selecting those foods which are weight produc- 
ing. 

In starting the patient on a reducing reg- 
imen, the most rapid results will follow if he 
begins with a fruit juice fast, using tomato 
juice, canned unsweetened pineapple juice, 
orange juice, or grapefruit juice. This brings 
about a rapid initial loss which is encouraging 
to the patient as he steps on the-scales. In addi- 
tion to the loss of weight, there occurs an im- 
provement in all physical and mental functions. 
Usually the patient notes an increase in energy. 
It is desirable that the patient continue with his 
ordinary work while taking the short fast. 


The diet to follow the fast must be one from 
which all foods having fattening properties 
have been omitted. That is, the following foods 
must be avoided for a time: Sugars, fats, and 
the grains, such as wheat, corn, rice, oats, barley 
and the products made from them such as flour, 
bread, pastries, crackers, puddings, macaroni, 
spaghetti, breakfast cereals, etc. Even if you 
do not observe other restrictions or regulations 
of diet, you will lose steadily but surely just by 
observing this rule alone. It is, however, 
equally important that you learn to substitute 
other foods for those which are omitted, using 
foods which do not have the property of pro- 
ducing fat. Therefore, you are to use each day, 
a moderate amount of meat, chicken, or fish 
and an abundance of cooked non-starchy veg- 
etables. Such a dietetic regimen will provide 
the material necessary for repair, and also the 
food minerals and vitamins, and is a health- 
building diet at the same time that it is a reduc- 
ing diet. As you get your weight down closer 
to normal, it is then possible to reintroduce the 
Starches, in reasonable amounts. 

Beside staying on a restricted diet, I suggest 
an increase in exercise and the combination of 
eating less and exercising more will produce 
the results desired. ¢

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1803 a docu- 
ment was signed at Montreal of 
great historical importance to the 
paper industry, James Murray 
had the previous April acquired 
the seigniory of Argentuil from 
Patrick Murray and had erected 
a new saw mill on the North 
river, which empties into the 
Ottawa, and which was then a 
stream of importance. Somehow 
he had heard that 13 years before 
a paper mill had been started in 
New England by John Ware and 
believed that he had the makings 
of a similar industry up north. 
He got into touch with the Wares 
who sent a younger son, Walter, 
to confer with Murray at Mon- 
treal. There, after a conference 
of several days, Ware agreed to 
erect a paper mill on the east 
side of the North river: but Mur- 
ray had an eye to the future and, 
declining a freehold, only gave 
possession of the property for 30 
years 

The paper mill was completed 
in the fall of 1804 and began op- 
erations in 1805. Then Ware 
found that he needed more capi- 
tal. He took four partners, Ar-

No action was taken on the pro- 
posed capitalization of the whole of 
the city’s 1936 relief costs, it being 
decided that no decision should be 
made on this question until the Do- 
minion had announced its relief 
policy with respect to municipali- 
ties. 

These recommendations were 
Passed on last week by a special, 
committee of aldermen and submit- 
ted to council for endorsation. 

An indication of the interest be- 
ing taken in civic affairs was the 
fact that Monday night's meeting of 
council saw the chamber packed to 
the doors, with people being turned 
away owing to insufficient accom- 
modation.

Kennedy, “and this is the first 
| year since 1928 that there has been 
| such heavy shipment of cattle from 
the prairies.” 

Voicing praise for the new reci 
procity treaty between Canada and 
| the United States, and the conces- 
sions it makes for the export of 
Canadian cattle to the United States, 
Mr. Kennedy foresaw a return to 
normal conditions ‘n the near fut- 
ure. In addition to providing a ready 
market for Canadian cattle, the 
agreement also guarded against de- 
pletion of the Canadian livestock 
supply 

Concessions on cattle weighing 
700 pounds or over, and on live- 
stock weighing 175 pounds or less 
was a marvellous feature of the 
new agreement, Mr. Kennedy as- 
serted. 

It had the effect of encourag- 
ing the producer to hold his cattle 
until the 700 pound mark was 
reached, or in other words, made 
it profitable for farmers to finish 
cattle in Canada. This would not 
only have the effect of keeping a 
steadily increasing flow of live- 


| stock into the United States but 


would also tend to improve the 
quality of cattle exported to that 
country, he continued. 


NOT PRICE-CUTTER 

Mr. Kennedy was positive the 
new trade agreement would not re 
duce the price of cattle in the 
| United States markets, due to the 
influx of Canadian cattle to that 
country 


“Even with the increase in cattle 
exported to that country, the per- 
centage of cattle entering the major 
markets at Chicago and St. Paul 
will not be materially increased,” 
Mr. Kennedy informed. “As a mat- 
ter of fact the tendency will be for 
the price to increase. Already, due 
to the new agreement, markets have 
shown exceptional strength. Since 
the agreement, cattle prices have 


increased one-half cent per pound.” 

“Last week in St. Paul,” Mr 
Kennedy continued, “one of the big 
| operators told me that the total ex- 
portable surplus of livestock from 
Canada could be handled in the

INCREASE CONSUMPTION 

As a further reassurance that 
prices would probably remain up,

increased industrial activity in the
